the past, for the United States to do on the high seas what it 
refrains from doing; for moral reasons, on land. 


This decision can apply only to government-owned ships—, 


that is, the ships controlled by the Shipping Board.- Ships of', 
American registry that are privately owned may traffic in' 
liquor now, if they choose, beyond the international boun-| 
aary. Some liners will doubtless choose to do so, because of, 
the competition of foreign liners enjoying that privilege.

A Health Golden Rule. 


Typhoid fever is becoming a rare disease. Understanding 


of its source and its spread has led to Improved sanitation and 
hygiene in many communities, with a consequent reduction in 
the number of cases of typhoid. Today no one -would think 
of regarding that disease as inevitable. 


According to one prominent writer on -health topics, the 


same thing should be true in the case of the so-called children's 
'diseases. If doctors, parents and health authorities went after 
the elimination of the two dozen respiratory infections as de- 
terminedly and effectively as they have undertaken safeguard- 
ing the public against typhoid, those diseases would become 
exceedingly rare in enlightened communities. 


An alleged cold is usually the first warning of the possible 


approach of scarlet fever, smallpox, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and so on. And a.cold in the head, whatever its cause 
or outcome, is an easy thing to give to others by sneezing, 
coughing or talking at close range. The adoption of a golden 
rule of hygiene—hi addition to keeping at least five feet away 
from one's friends when a victim of coryza—might help some. 
"Give not what you would not take" is suggested.

Hen a boy of little more than 17 


years old he enlisted. Mr. Moran first 
joined a company in Haverhill under 
Major Jack Howe, who was afterwards 
killed in the seven days' fight before 
Richmond. 
.After spending 
several 


weeks in Haverhill fearing that the 
rebellion would be defeated before he 
had a; chance to help, Moran with oth- 
ers went to Boston, went down the 
harbor to Fo'rt Warren and enrolled as 
a member of Company H, llth Massa- 
chusetts Infantry. A few days later the 
regiment was ordered to Camp Camer- 
on in Cambridge. After a few weeks 
at Cambridge they were ordered 
to 


Washington and after an 
exciting 


journey, of four days in the cars— 
they had to .go through the northern 
part of Pennsylvania, as the Maryland 
route was infested with southern sym- 
pathizers—they arrived in Washing- 
ton June 29, 1861 and were camped in 
the rear of the White House. About 
the middle of July they moved across 
the Potomac river and camped at A1-- 
exandria where Col. Ellsworth lost his 
life; for his country. They immediately 
moved south and on July 21 took part 
in the battle of Bull Run.
